The high school faculty convened 


before classes yesterday and heard 
Principal Frazer read — from the 
school board's report — survey 
statistics that showed that the 
nchool faculty was unhappy with 
the high school administration. 


It is this survey, which the board 


of education ordered last January, 
that is believed to have figured 
heavily in the decision to release 
Principal Frazer. 


We pointed out in this column 


that It appeared ironical that the 
faculty would unanimously peti- 
tion for Principal Frazcr'H reten- 
tion when last January they ano- 
nymously 
answered 
questions 


that contributed to his dismissal.

Well, anyway . . . Frazer report- 


edly read these condemning statis- 
tics to the faculty and walked out 
of the room with no further com- 
ment. 


Then followed, at the noon re- 


cess, a meeting of the faculty. 
Out of that came a three-member 
committee which later in the aft- 
ernoon met with some members of 
the board of education. 


That meeting coincided with the 


release, by Frazer, of a letter to 
the boaid of education, shuffling 
back to them the responsibility of 
releasing the "bill of particulars." 
A reporter's check of the offices 
of the board members for comment 
on Frazer's letters found many of 
them at the high school meeting.

President Says Aims of 
Reds Same as Hitler's 


Publishers Asked to 
Improve Understanding 


NEW YORK I.?)—President Eisenhower likens Communist aims to 


those of Adolph Hitler and counsels the free world to build a cooperative 
peace to avert Red domination. 


He told the American News- 


paper Publishers Assn.'s Bureau of 
Advertising at a dinner Thursday 
night: 


"Either the nations will build a 


cooperative peace or, one by one, 
they will be forced to accept an 
imposed peace, now sought by the 
Communist powers, as it was by 
Hitler. 


"If this is not to be an age of 


atomic hysteria and horror, we 
must make it the age of interna- 
tional understanding and coopera- 
tive peace." 


Guarded by Police 


An unprecedented police guard 


was posted for the President, large- 
ly because attacks on American 
public officials by Puerto Rican 
Nationalist fanatics have been plot- 
ted in New York. 


One thousand policemen lined 


the President's route between La 
Guardia airport and the Waldorf 
Astoria hotel, where he spoke. 


Approximately 250 p o l i c e m e n 


were stationed in and around the 
•grand ballroom during his address. 


The President disavowed any in- 


tention of telling the publishers 
"how to run your business" but 
suggested the press could do more 
to promote domestic unity and in- 
ternational understanding. 


More than 2.000 publishers, ad- 


vertising men and guests applaud- 
ed when he said, "The press should 
give emphasis to the things that 


unite the American people equal 
to that it gives to the things that 
divide them." 


System Distorted 


"If proposed laws and policies 


are described as mere battle- 
grounds on which individuals or 
parties seeking political power suf- 
fer defeat or achieve victory, then 
indeed is the American system 
distorted for us and for the world," 
he said. 


Without referring to c u r r e n t 


hearings on the dispute between 
Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy (R-Wis) 
and the army,-Eisenhower said: 


"If the day comes when personal 


conflicts are more significant than 
honest debate on great policy, then 
the flame of freedom will flicker 
low indeed." 


The President said there were 


many misconceptions, fanned by 
Communist propaganda, 
between 


Americans and citizens of other 
countries. 


He said some "foreign friends" 


regard 
American civilization as 


"a collection of shiny gadgets" and 
Americans so immature in world 
politics as to be ready to provoke 
war recklessly and needlessly. 


Even Worse 


"It is even worse,to learn that 


we are often judged as power- 
hungry as the men in the Krem- 
lin." he said.

Suggests Oppressed People 
Be Encouraged to Revolt 


CHICAGO W>—Adm.. Robert B. Carney today suggested it might 


be good cold war strategy to encourage oppressed people to revolt. 


The U. S. chief of naval opera- 


tions, in a talk aboyt strategy be- 
fore the Executives Club, said: 


"When people suffer from op- 


pression and privaiion and finally 
reach a point of desperation in 
their need for improving their cir- 
cumstances, they inevitably come 
to one conclusion: revolution." 


Carney said strategy "is not a 


static thing; it is an accommoda- 
tion to circumstances and circum- 
stances are never static . . . The 
wise planner will review his basic 
assumptions often and carefully. 


"Today there are literally hun- 


dreds of millions of people whose 
plight is desperate, who desperate- 
ly need and. ieek betterment * 


their conditions; they are listening 
attentively to the offers being made 
to them for all sides . . . We are 
offering them the beauties of free- 
dom and democracy: communism 
ia 
offering the stark, 
unvar- 


nished, and understandable rev- 
olution. 


"And yet, why should we permit 


the Communists to be the exclusive 
salesmen of this age old remedy 
for oppression? . . . Why can't we 
be the salesmen of human revolt 
which demonstratively 
has pro- 


duced freedom for the individual 
man and has brought about stand- 
ards of life heretofore unknown in 


world?" 


cans, on the other hand, believe 
that all foreigners "are 
lazy or 


decadent—that few pay taxes, that 
they hate us for the sole reason 
that we are prosperous." 


Eisenhower said a survey show- 


ed that the average daily news- 
paper in the United States prints 
about four columns a day of news 
stories from abroad. 


He said two-thirds of this foreign 


news dealt with official ceremo- 
nies, politics and such topics, but 
declared : 


"Very little of the news had to 


do with the man in the street, or 
with his social, educational, cul- 
tural, civic and religious life and 
history. Yet an understanding of 
these is indispensable to an under- 
standing of a nation." 


Emphasizing the United States 


position, he said: 


"We covet no nation's posses- 


sions. We seek only the friendship 
of others."

Charges FHA Loans 
Used for Cheating 
Senators 
Hear Govt. 
Prosecutor 


Olney Claims FHA 
In Partnership 
With Promoters 
WASHINGTON UP)— The 


government's 
top criminal 


prosecutor, Warren Olney III, 
charged today that the scan- 
dal-ridden FHA has consid- 
ered itself "in partnership 
with lenders and promoters" 
of home repairs with "no re- 
sponsibility for the victims of 
swindlers." 


Olney told the Senate Banking 


Committee that the home repair 
program, 
financed 
with 
FHA- 


insured loans, has "rapidly become 
the means by which swindlers, 
cheats and crooked salesmen have 
been able to cheat and defraud" 
unsuspecting home owners. 


Only Kept Record* 


He said the FHA has been con- 


cerned only with keeping its finan- 
cial records up to date and suf- 
fering no monetary losses. 


Olney added that the FBI and 


the Justice Department are now 
engaged in a great search for 
fraud 
and other criminal con- 


spiracies by "suedo shoe boys . . . 
replete with Cadillacs and fancy 
dress" who "bilked a great many 
thousands" of honest home owners 
since the repair loan program got 
started as an anil - depression 
weapon in 3935. 


Olney, Guy T. O. Hollyday, oust- 


ed last week as head of the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration, and 
Norman P. Mason, his successor, 
headed a list of witnesses in the 
Senate Banking Committee's probe 
of multimillion-dollar housing scan- 
dals. 


Charged Double 


As head of the Justice Depart- 


ment's Criminal ^Division, Olney 
has been investigating the home- 
loan racked for several months. 


Albert M. Cole, head of the 


Housing and Home Finance Agen- 
cy, has said some home owners 
have been charged as much as 
double the value of work done 
under FHA-insured loans. He said 
there were many cases of slipshod 
word, promises by salesmen of 
"rebates" that were never paid, 
and instances where high-pressure 
home improvement s a l e s m e n 
roamed 
around the country in 


bands using the FHA program to 
"exploit families inexperienced in 
lending activities." 


Olney was reported to have 


played a major role in a White 
House decision last \veek to break 
the housing scandals into the open. 
Since then five top FHA officials 
have been relieved of their jobs, by 
resignation or discharge.

Russia Demands Geneva 
Conference Be Expanded 


PARIS (.fl—Russia demanded anew today that the Geneva confer- 


ence be expanded into a "big five" meeting, giving Communist China 
equal status with the United States, Britain, France and the Soviets. 


The Soviet demand, made b 


fore and emphatically rejected by 
the Western Big Three, came again 
in notes delivered in Washington, 
London and Paris. 


Front h Foicign Office sources 


immediately indicated they felt the 
new Russian note would not post- 
pone the opening of'the Geneva 
talks, now scheduled for Monday. 
The French said the Russian com- 
munication does not necessarily re- 
quire an answer since it merely 
restates a previous Soviet position. 


The Western powers ronlend that 


Foreign Minister Molou>v 


agreed at Berlin that Communist 
China was only "invited" to the 
Geneva meeting, and was not one 
of the major convening power*. 
The communique issued at the end 
of the Berlin meeting specified that 
Red China's attendance at Geneva 
would not constitute diplomatic re- 
cognition of Pelping.

They Say That Taft Didn't 


Understand 


A quickie biography of the late Sen. Robert A. Taft by 


William S. White of the New York Times, a paper never noted 
for sympathy toward Mr. Taft's views, is providing an oc- 
casion for the political .vultures to start circling. The general 
approach is that although Mr. Taft was a courageous, decent, 
honorable, and exceptionally able man, he was out of tune 
with the "modern world" and the fashionable political cur- 


Thus Sen. Paul Douglas, an infinitely lesser man, per- 


mits himself in a review to patronize Taft as a statesman 
limited by a "lack of understanding of the economic and so- 
cial insecurities which beset so many millions of American 
families and which consequently made him either insensitive 
or hostile to movements designed to help them achieve a bet- 
ter life." 
This specification, either as a contribution of Sen. Doug- 


las or Mr. White, is wholly unrecognizable. Sen. Taft, in an 
address to the Pennsylvania. Manufacturers' association in 
1949, set forth his ideas of "what the social conscience de- 
manded in "humane treatment of those who fall under the 
pressure of a productive free economy while it maintains the 
liberty of the people and the liberty of their states and local 
communities." Mr. Taft said: 
"In the field of welfare, I am convinced that we can 


make more real progress within the principles of liberty than 
we can by setting up the federal government as a dispenser 
of bread and circuses . . . The federal government should 
not spend its money except for the purpose of eliminating 
hardship and poverty and giving equal opportunity to the 
children of the nation. If that limit is imposed, then these 
activities are not socialistic. 


"It is not socialism, for instance, to give free medical 


care to the needy, as we have done In every community for 
years. It is socialism to dispense free medical care to the 
whole population,.most of whom are fully able to pay their 
own way. If we give free medical care, why not free food, 
clothing, housing and every other necessity of life? 


"Housing activities are not socialistic on the part of any 


state as long as they are intended to assist those who cannot 
otherwise obtain decent housing and as long as nine-tenths 
of the housing industry is in the hands of private builders 
and paid for by those who can afford to pay." 


But in many other public pronouncements Mr. Taft drew 


the line between what was just and humane and what would 
amount to socialism under an arbitrary and all-powerful 
state. He described the Truman legislative proposals of 1949 
as a program which, if enacted in full, would "change the 
whole character of our government and of our people." 


"As we look back through history," Sen. Taft said, "we 


see brief periods in which liberty has prevailed, but in the 
major part of historical time it has been suppressed by em- 
perors and kings, by oligarchies, by plutocrats, by so-called 
democracies and proletarian majorities. It is hard to gain 
and easy to lose unless it is kept alive by an aggressive deter- 
mination that it shall not perish from the earth. Today the 
battle between liberty and totalitarian government permeates 
every problem of life." 


When Sen. Douglas says that Mr. Taft was "either in- 


sensitive or hostile to movements designed to help (the peo- 
ple) achieve a better life," he is telling a falsehood. He is 
trying to equate the New and Fair Deals with their social- 
ism, their latent compulsion, and their final totalitarianism 
with "movements designed to help the people achieve a better 
life." He would be honest if he said that these were move- 
ments to Help New Deal politicians and bureacrats achieve 
a better way of life at the expense of the people, by placing in 
'their hands such power,and authority as to render the state 
unchallengeable. 


It was precisely that which Mr. Taft fought all his life. 


Sen. Douglas would have us believe that the only way to un- 
derstand the "modern world" is to become a New Dealer. 
Taft left a great issue to his party and his countrymen. The 
acts and utterances of his whole life ring like an alarm bell 
in warning of the unending need to fight government activ- 
ity "when it tends to build up an all-powerful state as op- 
posed to individual freedom." 


We trust that Joe Meek will drive the point home to all 


the people in his campaign against Douglas for senator this 
year.—Chicago Tribune.

May Feel Overpowered

Carl, says his mother, is a whin- 


er. In school, he does not apply 
himself to his fifth grade work ns 
he could. If lessons or chores re- 
quire any sustained effort from 
him. he becomes impatient and 
begins to complain. 


"I don't understand him," writes 


"What's the matter 
with the child?"

Isn't it because Carl makes 
her feel helpless and overpowered?

If I am not an alert person, I 


may begin to whine to myself or 
anyone who will listen. I may be- 
come so impatient with the sus- 
tained effort of preparing supper 
that I serve a careless and ill- 
cooked meal. 


W'hat's happened is that submis- 


sion to too many pressuics has 
scattered my strength and disor- 
dered my thinking. This submis- 
sion makes it impossible for me to 
focus on my present job or to 
bring order to future ones. 


Children are not different from 


us. Accumulated pressures can 
make them feel helpless and over- 
powered, too. 


If their resulting whining and im- 


patience irritates us, it may be 
because we don't recognize in their 
behavior our own symptoms of 
pressure-resentment. And indeed 
b« quite unaware of how often it

herself harassed by ninny disorder 
ly demands on her. If she hasn't 
learned how to regulate them, her 
impatience with them might easily 
drive her to make too many such 
demands on Carl. 


Nearly always we treat others

NEW YORK—This has been newspaper week in New York and I 


think journalists of many hues and specialties will be realizing that the 
American free press is under public scrutiny as it never has been before. 


A committee of editors which has been functioning under Mr. James 


S. Pope, executive editor of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal and Times, views with alarm a tendency of 
the Washington bureaucracy to conceal information. 
This situation is a worse reproach to the press itself 
than to the bureaucrats complained of. 


What does Mr. Pope think reporters are for, any- 


way? The reporter's job is to get the story notwith- 
standing efforts to suppress it. I do not know whether 
Mr. Pope ever was a reporter. Some "executive edi- 
tors" never were. But any real reporter or a real 
city editor knows that there is eternal warfare be-

tween reporters seeking information and persons 


having Information and reasons to suppress it. 


As a reporter. I want nobody bellyaching on my behalf because 


some paltry Jobholder doesn't give me a mimeograph handout stating 
his self-serving version of something. I can take care of myself and 
never mind passing any resolutions. I abhor the "press-conference" for 
reasons which are 'obvious and sufficient to all competent, upstanding 
reporters. 


If I were running a Washington 


bureau for a paper or syndicate, I 
would order my people to stay 
away from press conferences and 
give them assignments to dig for 
news. For my coverage of the 
president's conferences, I would 
rely on the press associations but 
with one reservation. That reserva- 
tion is this: I would assign u good 
man to describe the conduct of 
both the reporters and the presi- 
dent and would toss in little inci- 
dental information about the re- 
porters themselves and. in certain 
cases, about special interests and 
peculiar policies of their publish- 
ers. I would be at pains to learn 
whether any reporter had a rela- 
tive on the government payroll. 


Betty Lindlcy, the wife of Ernest 


Lindley. the Washington savant of 
Newsweek, turned up as agent for 
Eleanor Roosevelt in the coffee 
broadcast at $1,000 a week, and 
also on a government payroll as an 
expert consultant. 


Mcrriman Smith, the U. P.'s 


White House man, wrote a reveal- 
ing book about Roosevelt's press 
conferences after Roosevelt had 
died. It was called "Thank You, 
Mr. President." the title being the 
standard fjet-'em-off line by which 
some friendly stooge in the audi- 
ence used to terminate the con- 
ference on signal. Smith's descrip- 
tion of a revolting scene at the 
banquet of the Teamsters' union 
for Roosevelt in th« Statler in the 
1944 campaign didn't come out un- 
til long after it had lost its power 
to be influential in the election. In 
plain words, the press suppressed 
the truth. 


A lot of roaring drurms smashed 


glasses and pigged it far into the 
night, but the most that the news 
stories said of this the next mom- 
ing was that there had been noisy 
enthusiasm 
and 
an impromptu 


fight in which a young naval offi- 
cer was slugged by some bum for 
refusing to pay honor to Roosevelt 
in the exact form which the bum 
deemed appropriate. 


The same goes for Mr. Smith's 


description of the debauch on the 
special train back to Washington 
after Roosevelt's funeral at Hyde 
Park. All this stuff would have put 
the readers on notice of the kind of 
people who had grabbed control of 
their fate under Roosevelt. The 
press had the information but has 
never printed it yet unless Smitty's 
book be regarded as pail of the 
press. 


You can't trust the bureaucrats 


any more than you can trust a 
captain of a police precinct to tell 
you the truth about some failures 
of his cops. They will not hurt 
themselves. Roosevelt took on Bill 
Hassett, a humdrum At1 character, 
as a sort of troubleshgoter under 
Steve Early. The reporters trusted 
Bill because they regarded him as 
one of them. And when FDR died. 
Bill kept his mouth shut on the 
(act that Roosevelt's old crush 
from the days of the first war was 
in the room with him. When, long 
afterward, the facts came out and 
I challenged Hassett on his con- 
duct, he kept a still tongue in his 
head. 


Mr. Pope's own paper struck a 


peculiar attitude a few years ago 
when a newsboy was cither killed 
or badly hurt by a union criminal 
in Louisville. The Courier-Journal 
and Times monopoly did not pri- 
marily deplore this crime as such. 
It deplored instead the fact that 
such conduct gave Pcglcr mate- 
rial with which to c a m p a i g n 
against rotten unions. 


This brings us to a peculiar 


phase of the trouble that the press 
is having with its own psyche. It 
embraces "causes" and tries to 
shield them from adverse publicity 
and advance them with favorable 
publicity. 


For example, some papers are 


stuck with an arbitrary proposition 
that Elmer Davis, the propagandist 
who had charge of the office of 
war Information during the war. is 
a great—somcthnig1. I don't know 
just what. Publicist, 
journalist, 


philosopher. They are vague about 
that. But they write editorials hol- 
lering up this dry, nagging medi 
orrity's greatness but without ever 
specifying anything that he did 
which proves greatness. There are 
many sacred cows—begging Mr. 
Davis' pardon—like that, and most 
of them are patently spurious and 
are favored only because they plug 
Isms which are dear to the papers, 
which in turn plug the sacred cows.

SINGAPORE W)—Indochina can 


be saved from communism but to 
do so decisively short of creating 
a new Korea situation will take 
time.

Philippines, Formosa and Japan. 
The loss could moan all but the 
end of western influence on most 
of the Asian mainland, a great 
upsurge of Communist economic 
and political power.

these questions of many people in 
Indochina. Here are some of the 
answers I got: 


Political and psychological- 


Most heavily stressed was the need 
to provide a bandwagon for the 
apathetic, indifferent people of Viet 
Nam, give them an ideal and give 
them a leader to rally around. No 
matter what is said about Ho Chi 
Minn, the French Vietnamese can- 
not dodge the fact he is looked up- 
on by a large section of the^ masses 
as the country's savior, a man who 
will drive out the. foreigner, a man 
who stands for Vietnamese nation- 
alism. And this is the constant 
theme of the propaganda poured 
into Viet Nam by Communist me- 
dia. 


The people have been cruelly 


buffeted about for 12 years, since 
the Japanese invaded in 1942. Now 
many want most of all just to be 
left alone. 


Not Enough Told 


There is a deep antipathy for 


the Chinese, who dominated the 
country for a thousand years, who 
enraged the- population during the 
occupation after the Japanese fall 
at the end of World War II. Yet 
not enough has been done to tell 
the Vietnamese masses that vic- 
tory for Ho also will mean victory 
for the Red Chinese. 


One American suggested the 


French still could mold Bao Dai 
into a leader, possibly by giving 
him a command post and drama- 
tizing him as a hero. Bao Dai 
lacks much as a leader, but he is 
intelligent, and if he had been 
given a proper chance years ago 
under the French to be anything 
but a puppet he might have be- 
come the true leader of his coun- 
try. As it is now Bao Dal himself 
apparently is unsure what would 
happen to him -If he bowed to de- 
mands for election of a constituent 
assembly. He has never opposed it 
outright b.ut consistently parried it 
by such means as insisting the 
time was not ripe. One of Bao 
Dai's great troubles is that the 
masses in the rice fields don't 
know him or anything about him. 


Confusion, Terror 


Bao Dai is not the only one un- 


sure about an election. Many per- 
sons are quite certain if the elec- 
tion were ordered the Communists 
immediately would step up their 
infiltration campaign of confusion, 
sabotage and terror.

the propaganda front. The United

States is trying to help and has 
doubled the staff of the U. S. in- 
formation agency in the past three 
months. Its budget will reach $705,- 
000 in fiscal 1955. 


The U. S. experts help the 


French and Vietnamese in pre- 
paring leaflets, give advice on how 
to sell the Vietnamese on their own 
defense. This is difficult since so 
large a section of the population is 
illiterate. 


Military—It was repeated again 


and again that the crying need is 
for Vietnamese officers above com- 
pany and battalion grade—that is, 
field grade officers who can re- 
lieve the French and take over 
c o m m a n d 
of the Vietnamese 


troops. Schools are turning out 
non-coms and lower grade officers 
fast but not fast enough, not able 
enough. 


Want U. S. Aid 


Americans, whose government is 


pouring a billion dollars annually 
into the French budget to support 
the Indochinese war, say they 
think they can train officers and 
infantry more quickly than the 
French. Apparently, American help 
in tills respect would be welcomed 
by some high ranking Vietnamese, 
including Gov. Nguyen Huu Tri of 
North Viet Nam. He told me it 
would valuable to have Americans 
train Vietnamese. I remarked that 
this seemed at variance with Gen. 
Navarra'a views. 


"No comment," retorted 
the 


governor. 


But Indochina is Navarre's war. 


This has meant up to now he 
would not tolerate American train- 
ing of Vietnamese. Partly, it seems 
a matter of French face and pres- 
tige, partly it seems a throwback 
to French reluctance to see an in- 
dependently operating Viet Nam 
army.

north section of the basement and 
Is used for locreation and educa- 
tion. Intermediate and high school 
departments of Sunday school and 
the Luther Leagues use H for a 
meeting place. The hall includes a 
stage for dramatic productions and 
also is used for junior department 
classrooms during Sunday school. 


A kitchen connected with the fel- 


lowship hall will be used for din- 
ners and social events. The base- 
ment under the nave opens off the 
fellowship hall to the souh. allow- 
ing additional room for dinners. 
The section also Is used by the 
adult Sunday school. 


The cost of the chinch is about 


$36S.OOO. but tlieie is no mortgage 
on it. The ptesent indebtedness is 
$68,500. nnd the debt is divided 
among notes held by members of 
the congregation and friends of the 
church. 


Flrnt Campaign 


The first campaign for funds to 


build the church started in Octo- 
ber, 1945. The campaign commit- 
tee was headed by V. H. Hanson, 
who held the position of chaiiman 
for one nnd a half yenis.

First Dixon Lutherans Held 
Services in Burket's Barn 


The 16 persons who formed the first St. Paul's Lutheran church In 


Dixon undoubtedly would be filled with amazement if they could mak« 
a tour of inspection m the giaceful new church. 


'The little group gatheied for its 
first worship service in a barn be- 
longing to John N. Burket and 
located east of the city. They met 
Aug. 20, 18 IS, and formally oigan- 
ized a congregation to be known 
as the first Evangelical Lutheran 
Congiegation of Lee County, Illi- 
nois (The name was changed to 
St. Paul's seveial years later.) 


The Rev, Jacob N. Burket was 


the first pastor. 


•The congregation grew and soon 


moved from its humble meeting 
place to the Ciavel school house 
on the Bmket farm. When the Rev. 
Buikct 
left 
m 1850, the Rev. 


Ephraim Miller icplaccd him 'to 
serve fiom May, 1851, to Apiil, 
1852. The Rev. Charles Young as- 
sumed the pastoiate for a year be- 
ginning in May, 1S52 


Change Name- 


The congiogation changed its 


name on Nov. 12. 1853, to St. 
Paul's Evangelical 
L u t h e r a n 


Church of Lee County and State of 
Illinois. When William Uhl became 
pastor in 1853. plans were made 
for a new building. 


Work started on a red brick 


structuie in the summer of 1854, 
and it was dedicated Sept. 31. 
1855 The church was located on 
the west side of Crawfoid avenue. 


But bcfoie 
the 
building was 


completed, the Rev. Uhl icsigned, 
and the Rev. Harbaugh served the 
congregation for a year. The Rev. 
Uhl retuined as pastor in 1856. 


Outgrown Building 


By 1867, the congregation had 


outgrown 
its old buidling, and 


plans were made for a new church. 
It was completed In 1S68, and was 
occupied until the fall of 1952. The 
building was located at Second 
street and Hennepin avenue on the 
site of the present city parking 
lot. 


Th<> Rev. Abraham A. Trimper. 


who was pastor during construc- 
tion of the church, resigned in 
1870. Ministers in the next 25 years 
included the Rev. S. S. Waltz, the 
Rev. L. L. Lipc and the Rev. J. 
M. Ruthrauff. 


When 
the 
congregation 
cele- 


brated Its 50th anniversary 
in 


1898. the church was lemodeled 
to provide additional space for the 
Sunday Kbool «ad * n«w pjp« or- 


gan. The Rev. Thomas Dornbla»«r 
was pastor during the anniversary, 
seivmg from 1895 to 1903. The 
Rev. W. L. Rutherford followed 
him. 


Apply Stucco 


While the Rev. F. D. Altman 


was pastor (1910 to 1919), the ex- 
tenor of the church was stuccoed, 
and the interior was redecorated. 


In 1919, the Rev Lloyd W. Walt- 


er came to St. Paul's to begin a 
quarter of a century of service to 
the church. 


Impio\ements weie made in the 


building in 1936 and 1937. 


The Rev. Walter died in 1944, 


and the congiegation called the 
Rev. Geotge Curran as pastor. 
The gioup voted in July, 1945, to 
plan for a new church building as 
a centennial goal for 1948. Early 
construction bids were rejected 
because they were considered too 
high, or because they involved 
escalator clauses. It was decided 
to have George Lindquist com- 
pany, Dixon, build the church on 
a time and material basis for a 
fixed fee. 


Break Ground 


The congregation marched from 


the old church to the site of the 
new building after services April 
15, 1951. for a ground breaking 
ceremony. Excavation 
began m 


May. but propiess the first sum- 
mer lagged because of slow deliv- 
ery of materials 


The cornerstone was laid and 


dedicated Oct. 21, 1951. with the 
president of the Illinois 
Synod, 


United Lutheran Church of Amer- 
ica. Dr. Harmon J. McGuire, 
preaching the sermon. 


The exterior was completed dur« 


Ing the spring of 1952, and on 
Thanksgiving day the first service 
was held in the new church. The 
new altar and pews had been in- 
stalled, but the pulpit and lectern 
from the old building w«re used 
during the first services. *

were in place by Christmas, 1952, 
and work on the building was conv 
pleted by the end of February, 
1953.
